Just where all the apples are g oing 
which are still held in the storag e 
warehouses is a my stery even to the 
big dealers unless it is to the dumps. 
The realization is g radually coming 
that more than enoug h apples were 
stored last fall and that the m arket Is 
so oversupplied os to cost some of the 
merchants g oodly sums 
of 
money . 
There has never been 
a winter when 
the prices of apples have remained so 
low or when receipts have oontinued 
so late. 
The result has been a larg e 
number of apples still on hand and 
with fresh fruit arriving , a diminu­ 
tion of demand despite the fact that 
prices are lower now than they have 
ever been at the same season of the 
y ear and they are g oing still lower be­ 
cause dealers are cutting prices 
on 
each other in order to g et rid of all 
possible stock. 
A half cent was cut from the price 
of all local eg g s y esterday morning . 
This is an indication of the steady 
feeling in the market, caused partly 
by smaller arrivals of the past few 
day s and g eneral firmness in all parts 
of the country .
